Straws I n the Wi nd, or Pol l s Apart 


One of the things to watch with a jaundiced 
eye in the interval between now and the 
national political conventions next summer 
will be the revival of that old favorite of 
presidential handicappers — “ Straws in the 
Wind, or Polls Apart ” 
The scientific approach has left its mark 
on politicking, the same way it has left its 
mark on 
diapering, 
anti-acid 
medicating, 
brewing and everything else. Nothing ever 
is left to hit-and-miss any more. 
The exact, controlled technique is the vogue. 
In politics, 
where the ultimate showdown 
happens at the polls, in terms of masses 
of free-thinking and sometimes free-wheeling 
electors, the controlled techniques is to learn 
about popular opinion in advance 
This is what is known among gentleman 
gamblers as an 
ungentlemanly procedure, 
*t>ut then on the other hand who ever called 
a politician a “ gentleman’“’ Politicians don't 
even say they voted for the other fellow on 
election day any more: they declare bluntly 
they voted for themselves, who else0 
They prefer to do their gambling on a 
sure thing, hence the polls that purport 'o 
tell them in advance what popular opinion 
will be on any given contest 
The idea, moreover, is not so much to 
tell them 
who will win as to 
tell them 
who would 
lose so they can pass the word 
along, backward and forward, with somewhat 
the same effect 
as a sharp knife being slith­ 
ered back 
and fort: 
. o-s . 
van 
date's throat. 


TH E PA TTERN for th s ’echnique of blood­ 
less assassination was laid down and nailed 
in place in 1952 when polls showed that the 
late Robert A Taft, if nominated, could not 
win the election This had the effect of cutting 
his political throat from ear to ear and the 
lesson has not been lost on posterity 


Today the likelies’ victim of the same kind 
of assassination is Richard M 
Nixon, the 
vice president w ho has been front running 
to the consternation of political rivals inside 
and outside the Republican party. 
Nixon, like Taft, has been the recipient 
of more mudslinging bought and paid for by 
jealous rivals and ideological character as­ 
sassins than is the ordinary lot of public 
figures. He has been a prime target. 
The Communist party alone 
must 
have 
spent enough money to ruin him in California 
during his congressional days to set up a 
thousand new Alger Hiss apparatuses. 
The Democratic party has been 
equally 
generous in its spending to bury him under 
a barrage of dead cats, because its strategists 
have spotted him as the one give-em-hell 
Republicans who could 
ouc-Truman 
Harry 


Truman, 
himself. 
And there have been factionalists in the
